by n U. & O. train Tuesday afternoon 
at State Line, a few mlltm boyond 
tlyndman, I'a. '-Knglnecr Tom llurton 
who wan'(milling No. 14 did not know 
that he had struck any: one, but his 
fireman saw something thrown from 
thu track. He could not tell whether 
the object was a man or a woman.
